Works*  tho’  not  by  this  Name  :  And  therefore  be¬ 
fore  any  Thing  is  faid  of  it’s  Virtues  as  a  Medicine,  it 
may  not  be  improper  to  explain  the  Natuie  of  it,  and 
enumerate  a  few  of  it’s  remarkable  Properties,  confider- 
ed  as  a  Curiofity  in  Chemiftry,  in  which  Light  chiefly 
it  has  hitherto  been  view’d  by  thofe  who  have  been 
acquainted  with  it. 

It  is  a  kind  of  Ethereal  Oil,  produced  by 
the  Decompofition  of  the  Vinous  Spirit  by  Means  of  the 
Vitriolic  Acid,  and  differs  eflentially  both  from  Vinous 
Spirits  and  Effential  Oils  in  feveral  Refpe&s,  tho’  it 
agrees  with  them  in  fome,  as  will  appear  hereafter  : 
But  as  the  Vinous  Spirit  may  be  decompofed  by  means 
of  all  the  three  Mineral  Acids,  viz.  the  Vitriolic ,  the

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Nitrous  and  the  Marine ,  and  as  thefe  all  differently 
on  the  Spirit,  they  will,  of  Courfc,  produce  three  dif¬ 
ferent  Kinds  of  /£  T  H  E  R  ;  which,  from  the  Name 
of  the  Acid  employ’d  in  making  them,  are  term’d  Ma¬ 
rine  ^  Nitrous ,  or  Vitriolic  ;  The  lafl  only  is  the  Kind 
here  underftood,  it’s  Properties  being  more  lingular  and 
extraordinary,  and,  as  an  JE  T II E  R,  more  perfect 
than  either  of  the  others  ;  the  Rcafon  of  which  feems 
eo  be,  that  the  Vitriolic  Acid  is  a  much  ftronger  Agent 
on  the  Spirit,  and  more  perfectly  decofnpofes  it,  than 
either  the  Nitrous  or  Marine. 

It  is  the  mod:  light,  moil  volatile,  and  moft  in¬ 
flammable,  of  all  known  Liquids  :  It  fwims  upon  the 
higheft  redlified  Spirit  of  Wine  as  Oil  does  Upon  Wa¬ 
ter,  and  files  away  fo  quickly  as  hardly  to  wet  a  Hand 
it  is  dropped  upon  *,  from  which  Properties  it  probably 
has  obtained  it’s  Name.  It  is  fo  readily  inflammable, 
as  to  take  Fire  at  the  approach  of  a  Candle,  before  the 
Flame  touches  it.  Any  Eledtrificd  Body  will  alio  pro¬ 
duce  the  fame  Efifedh 

It  is  one  of  the  mod:  powerful  Solvents  known  in  Che- 
miflry  :  It  is  neither  acid  nor  ale  aline ,  and  therefore  is 
perfectly  free  from  that  ialine  Acrimony  with  which  all 
the  common  Volatile  Spirits  abound  :  It  has  a  greater 
Affinity  with  Gold  than  Aqua  Regia  has,  altho’  it  will 
not  diflblve  it  in  the  Mafs,  or  whilft  in  it’s  Metallic 
form  ;  but  if  you  add  /£  T  H  E  R  to  a  folution  of 


Gold  in  Aqua  Regia,  it  prefently  takes  all  the  Gold 
from  it  s  former  Solvent,  keeping  it  perfectly  diffiol- 
ved  and  fufpended,  without  the  leaft  Precipitation  ;

T he  jETHER  is  remarkably  cold,  when  dropped 
ipon  the  Hand,  and  it  affeds  the  1  hermometer  in  an 
xtraordinary  Manner  ;  for  if  the  Ball  of  either  a  Mer¬ 
curial  or  Spirituous  Thermometer  be  immerfed  in  it, 
he  Spirit  or  Mercury  immediately  finks  confiderably, 
ho’  both  the  1THER  and  the  Thermometer  have 
food  a  fufEcient  Time  together  to  be  brought  to  the 
emperature  of  the  Room,  before  the  Experiment  was 
nade.  The  Thermometers  dipt  into  Water,  or  Spirit 
>f  Wine,  in  the  fame  Manner,  fuffcr  not  the  lead  Al¬ 
teration. 

They  who  chufe  to  fee  a  further  Account  of  the 
ingular  Effeds  which  this  curious  Fluid  produces,  may 
>erufe  what  Dodor  Frobcnius ,  a  German  Chemifl,  has 

Dublifhed  concerning  it,  in  the  Philofophic  Tranfadions 
or  the  Years  1733  and  1741.

Particular  Directions  for  ufing  the  JE  T  H  E  R, 

In  the  HEAD-ACH, 

A  Fit  of  the  Head-ach  is  almoft  infliantly  removed 
by  applying  the  JE  T  FI  E  R  externally  to  the  Fore¬ 
head,  by  means  of  a  bit  of  Linen  Rag,  in  the  Manner 
hereafter  direhted  for  itfs  external  Application.  Or  it 
may  be  applied  to  any  other  Part  of  the  Head  where 
the  Pain  lies,  being  firft  fhaved,  if  neceffary.  If  the 
Pain  is  violent,  a  Dofe  of  it  fhauld  be  alio  taken  in¬ 
wardly.  In  (lubborn  Cafes  it  will  likewife  be  fervice- 
able  to  fnuff  a  little  of  the  JE  T  I  I E  R  up  the  Noftrils, 
either  alone  or  mixed  with  equal  Parts  of  Lavender 
Water,  Hungary  Water,  or  Brandy  ^  or  it  may  be  more 
convenient  to  apply  a  bit  of  Linen  Rag,  wetted  with 
M  T  H  E  R,  up  the  Noftrils.  Any  of  thefe  Means, 
or  all  of  them,  muft  be  repeated  if  the  Pain  is  fo  ur¬ 
gent  as  to  require  it.  To  cure  this  Diforder  radically?

A  Vertigo,  Giddinefs,  or  Swimming  in  the  Head* 
will  generally  be  removed  by  proceeding  in  the  farq 
Manner  as  for  the  Head-ach. 

The  EPILEPSY. 

No  Difeaie  is  more  difficult  to  cure  than  the  Epi': 
tepfy  or  Failiog-Sicknefs  j  yet  feveral  Inftances  have 

occurred 


occurred  where  the  moil  violent  Degrees  of  it  have  been 
cured,  even  in  grown  Perfons,  by  taking  a  Dofe  of  this 
Medicine  regulary  every  Night  and  Morning  for  a  con- 
fiderable  Time.  The  Dofe  muft  be  regulated  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Age  of  the  Patient,  as  mentioned  in  the 

General  Dire&ion,  Page  n.  If  a  Pain  is  felt  in 
any  Part  of  the  Head,  the  AETHER  muft  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  that  Part  occafionally,  and  it  muft  be  previouf- 
ly  fhaved,  if  neceftary.  It  will  be  proper  to  give  a 
fmall  Dofe  of  Tinftura  Sacra ,  or  of  the  Pill  Raft, ,. 
at  proper  Intervals,  as  once  a  Week  or  Fortnight. 
It  will  alfo,  in  moft  Cafes,,  be  neceftary  to  give  now 
and  then  a  Vomit.  If  it  be  fufpc&ed  that  the  Patient 
has  Worms,  proper  Medicines  to  deftroy  them  ought 

alfo  to  be  given. 

In  CONVULSIONS. 

In  Convul lions,  or  Convulfive  Diforders,  give  the 
iETHER  inwardly,  a  Dofe  two  three  Times  a 
Day,  or  oftener,  according  to  the  exigence  of  the  Calc  * 
and  it  fhould  alfo  be  applied  externally  to  the  Fore¬ 
head,  or  any  other  Part  of  the  Head,  during  the  Fit. 
If  the  Patient  is  full  of  Blood,  bleeding  is  neceftary,  and 
if  Coftive,  a  Dofe  of  Manna ,  Senna,  or  any  gentle  Lax¬ 
ative,  or  a  Clyfter,  fhould  be  given. 

Hyfteric  and  Hypochondriac  Disorders. 

This  Medicine  has  excellent  Effect  in  Hyfteric  Fits , 
and  in  all  that  Train  of  Symptoms  which  Hyfteric  and 
Hypochondriac  Perfons  are  fubjedt  to;  fuch  as  Pilings  in 
the  Throat  threatning  Suffocation,  difticult  Breathing, 
Flutterings  and  Palpitations  of  the  lieait,  liecjpent 
Fainting,  Lownefs  of  Spirits,  violent  Pains  in  th« 
Head,  Languor  of  the  whole  Body,  Dullnefs  of  thr 

Mind 


Mind  and  Senfes,  with  conftant  Anxieties  and  Inqui¬ 
etude,  &c.  The  Dofe  muft  be  repeated  according  to 
the  urgency  of  the  Symptoms  ;  and  the  Medicine  muft 
be  continued  feme  Time  after  the  Complaints  difap- 
pear,  to  prevent  a  Relapfe.  It  will  be  ferviceabie  du¬ 
ring  the  Ufe  of  the  .TIT HER,  cfpecially  in  Cafe  ©f 
Coftivenefs,  to  take  at  proper  Intervals  a  gentle  Purge, 
fuch  as  RinRura  Sacra,  Pill.  Rufi ,  Rhubarb ,  or  Glau¬ 
ber's  Salts.  Bodily  Exercife  of  all  forts  contributes 
greatly  to  the  Cure  of  thefe  Complaints,  elpecially  Ri¬ 
ding  on  Horleback. 

PALS  Y. 

In  Paljies ,  and  all  Paralytic  Complaints,  the  Patient,  if 
a  grown  Perfon,  muft  take  the  quantity  of  a  Tea  Spoonful 
of  the  /ETHER  every  Night  and  Morning,  The  Dofe 
muft  be  leftened  in  young  People,  according  to  their 
Age.  It  will  alfo  be  proper  to  fhuff  a  little  of  it  up 
the  Moftrils  once  or  twice  a  Day,  or  apply  a  bit  of  Rag 
wetted  with  it  up  the  Noftrils.  The  ETHER  muft 
alio  be  applied  externally  to  the  Part  affected,  at  leaf! 
Once  every  Day.  It  fhould  like  wile  be  applied  now  and 
tnen  to  the  Forehead,  or  any’  other  part  of  the  Plead, 
fcfpecialiy  if  the  I  ongue,  Eyes,  or  any  part  of  the 
Pace  or  Head  be  affected.  If  the  Arms  or  Hands  arc 
Paralytic,  the  Application  fhould  be  made  to  the  low-, 
fcrano  back  Part  of  the  Neck,  as  well  as  to  the  Part  af- 
fe&d.  If  the  Dileafe  has  feiz’d  the  Thighs,  Legs,  or 
_  eet5  Application  muft  not  only  be  made  to  them, 
but  likewife  to  the  Back  Bone,  at  the  Loins.  As  this 
Medicine  cannot,  on  account  of  it’s  Volatility  and  Pun¬ 
gency,  be  properly  applied  to  the  Whole  of  a  Paraly¬ 
tic  Limb  at  once,  but  only  to  a  fmall  Part  of  it,  the 
pplication  therefore  may  be  made  fometimes  to  one 
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Part,  and  fometimes  to  another,  as  fliall  be  thought 
I  proper. 

This  Difeafe  will  require  a  longer  or  fhorter  Continu¬ 
ance  of  thefe  Means,  according  to  the  Degree  of  it, 
and  the  Time  it  has  continued.  A  Vomit  fhouid  be 
given,  and  repeated  now  and  then  as  the  Patient  can 
bear  it  ;  but  if  Vomits  feem  too  fatiguing,  a  Dofe  of 
Tinftura  Sacra  may  be  given  in  their  room.  Paralytic 
Patients  fhouid  ufe  as  much  Bodily  Exercife  as  poffible, 
and  the  Head,  Neck,  and  the  whole  Spine,  as  well  as 
the  Parts  affected,  fhouid  be  frequently  rubbed  with  a 
hot  and  dry  Cloth  till  they  appear  red.

GOUT. 

This  Medicine  is  of  fingular  Service  in  the  Gout ,  not 
only  while  it  continues  in  the  Limbs,  but  particularly 
Svhen  it  flies  inwards,  and  attacks  the  Head,  Stomach,  or 
any  of  the  internal  Parts  *,  in  which  Cafes  a  few  Dofes  will 
jnot  fail  to  give  prefent  Relief.  It  fhouid  be  taken  in  the 
Quantity  of  a  Tea  Spoonful,  two  or  three  Times  every 
Day,  or  oftener,  if  the  Cafe  be  violent,  during  the  Gou~ 
:y  Fit.  It  carries  off  the  Gouty  Matter  by  Urine,  which 
t  renders  very  thick  and  turbid.  At  any  Time  when 
'here  is  a  Necefilty  to  abate  the  excefUvc  Pain  in  the 
3art  affe&ed,  the  AETHER  may  be  applied  to  it 
:xternally,  according  to  the  Method  given  p.  12.  It 
vill  be  proper  to  continue  taking  the  AETHER  once 
>r  twice  a  Day  for  fome  Time  after  the  Fit  is  gone, 
.nd  to  begin  taking  it  again  about  the  Time  of  it’s 
xpedled  Return  ;  by  which  Means,  tho*  it  may  not 
)revent  the  Return  of  the  Fit,  which  in  many  Cafes 
ierhaps  ought  not  to  be  defired,  yet  it  will  fhorten  it’s 
Continuance,  and  moderate  the  Pain  of  it.

In  Rheumatic  Complaints  the  Patient  muft  take  a 
Dofe  of  this  Medicine  every  Night  and  Morning,  or 
oftener,  if  the  Pains  are  violent  ;  and  it  mud  be  conti¬ 
nued  till  the  Difeafe  is  removed,  or  longer,  to  prevent 
a  Relapfe.  If  the  Pain  is  fixed  in  any  particular  Part, 
the  JE THE R  mud  be  applied  to  it  twice  a  Day,  as 
dire&ed  hereafter.  It  mu  ft  be  obferved,  that  Bleeding 
very  much  conduces  to  the  Cure  of  ohftinate  Chronic 
Rheumatifms,  and  muft  be  repeated  at  proper  Intervals 
if  neceftary  ;  the  Blood  in  this  Difeafe  being  generally 
very  ftzy. 

Diforders  of  the  Stomach  and  Intefcines. 

This  Medicine  prefently  cures  Flatulent  Cholics, 
removes  all  Windy  Diforders  of  the  Stomach  and  In- 
teftines,  and  corredh  Acidities  lodged  there.  It  is  alfo 
found  to  have  excellent  Effedt  in  corredting  that  Weak- 
nefs,  or  bad  Habit  of  the  Stomach  and  Inteftines, 
which  ftudious  Perfons,  and  fuch  as  lead  fedentary 
Lives,  are  particularly  fubjedt  to,  and  is  attended  with 
four  Belchings,  Heart -burn.  Windy  Diftenfions,  Pain 
^nd  Uneafinefs  in  the  Stomach  and  Bowels.  It  muft 
be  taken  every  Night  and  Morning,  according  to  the 
General  Diredtion  below.  Care  fhould  be  taken  to 
prevent  Coftivenefs  in  thefe  Cafes,  which  is  beft  remo¬ 
ved  by  chewing  Rhubarb ,  or  taking  it  any  other  way, 
or  by  a  Dofe  of  Jvlanna ,  or  Glauber's  Salts ,  taken  oc- 
eafionally. 

The  iTTHER  is  an  extraordinary  Diuretic  in 
Dropsies  :  It  is  an  excellent  Medicine  in  an  Asthma, 
and  the  Hiccup  ;  and  may  be  lookei  upon  as  a  Spe¬ 
cific  in  that  Difeafe  of  Children  called  the  Hooping- 
Cough,  or  Chin-Cough  in  all  which  Cales  it  muft 

be 
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be  taken  inwardly,  according  to  the  General  Diredtk 
on  below,  and  the  repetition  of  the  Dofe  mud  be  regu¬ 
lated  by  the  violence  of  the  Difeale. 

A  Dose  of  it  taken  at  going  to  Bed,  after  Drink¬ 
ing  too  freely,  has  been  found  to  prevent  die  Head- 
ach,  Sicknefs,  &c.  which  ufually  follow  next  Morning. 

It  has  removed  Deafness,  and  Hardnefs  of  Hear¬ 
ing,  by  moiftening  a  little  Cotton  with  a  few  Drops 
of  it,  putting  it  into  the  Ear,  and  holding  the  Finger 
for  a  few  Minutes  over  it,  at  the  fame  Time  fluffing 
a  few  Drops  of  it,  mixed  with  Spirit  of  Lavender,  up 
the  Noftrils,  or  putting  a  bit  of  Rag  wet  with  the 
TETHER  alone  up  the  Noftrils.  * 

It  has  frequently  removed  a  temporary  Dimness  of 
j  Sight,  attended  with  a  Swimming  or  Uneafinefs  in 
the  Head,  by*  external  Application  to  the  Forehead  ; 

.  and  is  a  promifing  Medicine  in  that  Sort  of  Blindnefs 
called  a  Gutta  Serena,  and  in  Beginning  Cata¬ 
racts,  in  which  Cafes  it  ftiould  be  taken  inwardly,  as 
well  as  applied  to  the  Forehead,  and  up  the  Noftrils. 

It  is  likewife  found  to  be  of  great  Service  in  remo¬ 
ving  Pleuritic  Pains,  and  Stitches  in  the  Side, 
by  applying  it  to  the  affedted  Part,  in  the  Manner  di- 
re<fted  for  external  Application. 

* The  Method  of  taking  the  JE  THER  Inwardly, 

The  General  Dofe  for  a  grown  Perfon  is  a  common 
Tea  Spoonful  ;  and  the  beft  Vehicle  to  take  it  in  is 
a  fmall  Draught  of  Cold  Water.  If  it  be  only  ftirred 
in  the  Water  with  the  Spoon,  and  the  Mixture  drank 
immediately  it  ftrikes  the  Noftrils  by  ids  Volatility, 
but  may  be  thought  by  fome  as  agreeable  when 
fo  taken  as  when  the  two  Liquors  are  more  in¬ 
timately  mixed,  by  fhaking  them  together  in  a  Phial, 

and 
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and  from  thence  pouring  them  into  a  Gtafs  to  be 
drank  •,  for  tho’  it  has  but  little  Smell  in  this  Manner, 
it  is  more  warm  to  the  Palate  than  in  the  other.  The 
Patient  may  ufe  the  Way  of  Mixing  he  likes  bell,  and 
if  he  has  any  Objection  to  Water,  may  take  it  in  any 
other  agreeable  cold  Liquor.  Children  in  the  Month 
may  take  two  or  three  Drops  for  a  Dofe  ;  thole  of  a 
Year  old  may  take  feven  or  eight  Drops  *  thofc  of  five 
or  fix  Years  old  may  take  from  twenty  to  twenty-five 
Drops,  and  fo  encreafing  according  to  their  Year,?  : 
Or  it  may  perhaps  be  better,  in  giving  it  to  Children, 
to  mix  a  Tea  Spoonful  of  JETHER,  with  a  convenient 
Quantity  of  Water,  and,  fhaking  it  well,  give  at  a 
Dofe  about  one  twentieth  Part  of  this*  Mixture  o  a

To  apply  it  Externally,  you  muft  procure  a  Bit  of 
Linen  Rag,  of  fuch  a  Dimenfion  as  to  be  conveniently 
covered  by  the  Palm  of  the  Hand ;  moiften  this  Rag 
with  a  little  of  the  JET  HER  as  it  lies  upon  your 
Palm,  and  inflantly  apply  it  to  the  Part  afreCted,  preD 
Xing  it  very  clofe,  fo  as  to  prevent  the  Efcape  of  it’s 
Fumes,  for  two  or  three  Minutes,  in  which  Time  the 
Rag  will  be  found  dry,  and  may  be  taken  away.  It 
will  be  more  convenient,  on  fome  Occafions,  (as  in 
applying  it  to  Paralytic  Parts,  Rheumatic  Pains,  and 
the  Gout,  to  place  the  Rag  upon  a  Piece  of  a  loft,  thin 
Bladder  ;  and,  when  moiften’d  with  the  JE  T  FI  E  R, 
bind  it  gently  upon  the  Part.  A , flight  Rednefs  ufually

appears  upon  the  Part  after  the  Application,  but  it 
quickly  vanifhes  j  but  it  may  fometimes  happen,  where 
the  Skin  is  very  tender  and  too  much  M  T II E  R  has 
been  applied  to  the  Forehead,  or  within  the  Ears,  that 
it  may  affed  the  Skin  more  than  the  Patient  choofes  ;

It  is  very  eafy  to  conceive,  from  the  extreme  Sub- 
lety  of  this  Medicine,  that  it  mu  ft  produce  many  ex¬ 
cellent  Effeds  in  fuch  Difeafes  as  thofe  above  menti- 
)ned,  as  it  is  converted  into  Vapour  by  a  much  lefs 
iieat  than  the  common  Animal  One  ;  fo  that  being 
wallowed,  it  can  hardly  fubfifl  in  any  Part  of  the  human 
3ody  under  any  Form  but  that  of  an  extremely  pene- 
rating  volatiliz’d  Vapour  ;  and  it  is  perceptible  by 
t’s  Smell,  as  it  paffes  thro’  the  Pores  of  the  Skin,  fe¬ 
deral  Hours  after  taking  *,  fo  that  it’s  flay  in  the  Body 
$  longer,  and  it’s  Effeds  there  more  durable,  tharj 
night  be  expeded  from  fuch  a  fubtle  Subfiance.

ther  Liquor,  (  the  Vinous  Alcohol  perhaps  excepted

The  Phials  are  fquare  •,  the  Word  JETHE 
inferibed  on  one  Side,  and  M.  TURNER  on  thq  oj 
polite,  and  fealed  with  a  Lion  gardant,  &c.  Prop 
Abatement  will  be  made  to  Druggifcs,  Apothecarie 
or  the  Gentlemen  of  the  P  acuity  who  ufe  any  coni 
derable  Quantity.  To  prevent  it’s  efcape  and  lofs, 
fmall  Quantity  of  Water  is  put  into  each  Phial,  whi 
fhould  be  kept  with  the  Cork  downwards,  by  whi 
Means  the  M  T  H  E  R  is  prevented,  by  the  interpo 
fcon  of  the  Water,  from  evaporating.
